II. Functions 



The functions of the Samiti will be to render advice for the implementation of the policies laid down by Kendriya 
Hindi Samiti and Department of Official Language regarding the use of Hindi for official purpose in the Ministry of 
Development of North Eastern Region. 
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III. Tenure 

The tenure of the Samiti will ordinarily be three years from the date of its constitution provided that:— 

(a) the Members of the Parliament who are the members of the Samiti shall cease to be the members of the Samiti 
as soon as they cease to be the Members of the Parliament; 

(b) ex-officio members of the Samiti shall continue to be the members of the Samiti as long as they hold the 
office by virtue of which they are the members of the Samiti; and 

(c) if any vacancy arises in the Samiti owing to the death of a member or owing to tendering of resignation by a 
member, the member so appointed against that vacancy shall hold office for the residual term of the Samiti. 

IV. Headquarter 

The Headquarters of the Samiti will be at New Delhi, but if considered necessary, it may hold its meetings at any 
other place also. 

V. Travelling and other allowances 

The Department of Official Language, Ministry of Home Affairs, Government of India, vide their Office 
Memorandum No. II/20034/04/2005-OL (Policy-2) dated 3 rd February, 2006 has stated that as the 15 non-official members 
include 6 members of Parliament nominated in the Hindi Salahakar Samitis constituted by Central Ministries/Department, so 
the provision regarding travelling/daily allowance is made more elaborate in the following manner :— 

(a) The members of Parliament nominated in the Samiti will be paid travelling and daily allowance as per the 
provisions in the “Members of Parliament (Salary, Allowance and Pension) Act, 1954’’, amendments issued 
from time to time and rules made thereunder. 

(b) Travelling Allowance and Daily Allowance to other non-official Members of the Samiti will be paid as per the 
guidelines contained in the Department of Official Language OM. No. II/20034/04/86-OL(A-2) dated 22 nd 
January 1987 and in accordance with the prescribed rates and rules as amended from time to time by the 
Government of India.

The Vision of the Policy is “To create an ecosystem of empowerment by Skilling on a large Scale at Speed with 
high Standards and to promote a culture of innovation based entrepreneurship which can generate wealth and employment so 
as to ensure Sustainable livelihoods for all citizens in the country”. 

The Policy addresses the key obstacles in the skilling and entrepreneurship landscape, including low aspirational 
value, non integration with formal education, lack of focus on outcomes, quality of training infrastructure and trainers, etc. 
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Further, the Policy aims to align supply with demand, bridge existing skill gaps, promote industry engagement, operationalise 
a quality assurance framework, leverage technology and promote apprenticeship to tackle the issues in the skill space. It also 
aims to promote equitable skilling opportunities for socially/geographically marginalised and disadvantaged groups as well as 
women. In the entrepreneurship domain, the Policy seeks to promote entrepreneurial culture through advocacy and 
integration of entrepreneurship education as part of formal/skill education, enhance support for entrepreneurs in terms of 
credit and market linkages, foster innovation driven social enterprises and improve ease of doing business. It also suggests 
ways to further fillip entrepreneurship among women besides endeavoring to meet the entrepreneurial needs of 
socially/geographically marginalised and disadvantaged groups.

No. B-12013/23/2015-SDE—To provide the overall institutional framework for consolidation of skill development 
efforts across the Country and standardization of procedures and outcomes across all sectors, the Cabinet in its meeting held 
on 1 st July, 2015 has approved the National Skill Development Mission vide Cabinet Secretariat’s Communication 
No. - 27/CM/2015(i) Dt. 2 nd July, 2015. 

The Mission will have a three-tiered structure. At its apex, the Mission’s Governing Council, chaired by Hon’ble 
Prime Minister, will provide overall guidance and policy direction to the Mission. The Steering Committee, chaired by 
Minister-in-Charge of Skill Development, will review the Mission’s activities in line with the direction set by the Governing 
Council. The Mission Directorate, with Secretary, Skill Development as Mission Director, will ensure implementation, 
coordination and convergence of skilling activities across Central Ministries/Departments and State Governments. The 
Mission will also run select sub-missions in high priority areas, of which seven have been identified initially viz. Institutional 
Training, Infrastructure, Convergence, Trainers, Overseas Employment, Sustainable Livelihoods, and Leveraging Public 
Infrastructure. Further, NSDA, NSDC and Directorate of Training will function under the umbrella framework of the 
Ministry of Skill Development and Entrepreneurship (MSDE) and act as the executive arms of the Mission Directorate. 
MSDE shall be the fulcrum of the Mission, organically linking all three decision making levels and ensuring convergence of 
skilling ecosystem with all the Central Ministries/Departments as well as with State Governments/Government of Union 
Territories.

Guidelines on Mobile as Digital Identity 

No. 3(54)/2014-EG-II.—WHEREAS, Department of Electronics & Information Technology (DeitY), under the 
overarching vision of Digital India, Government of India (Gol) aims to make all Government services digitally accessible to 
citizens through multiple channels, such as web, mobile and common service delivery outlets. To meet this objective of 
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transforming India into a digitally empowered society and knowledge economy; it is essential to take advantage of the vast 
mobile phone subscriber base in the country. Gol has thus decided to also provision for access of public services through 
mobile devices. 

AND WHEREAS, there is tremendous opportunity to use mobile phones as instruments of digital identity for 
delivery of public services. For mobiles to be instruments of authentication for digital identity, they should be unique, 
authenticable and fulfill requirements of non-repudiation. A possible way of achieving the same would be to link the mobile 
numbers of users to their Aadhaar, a unique and verifiable identity provided by a trusted authority, UIDAI. 

AND WHEREAS, a well laid “Guideline on Mobile as Digital Identity’’ is essential for identifying the proposed 
steps to build the linkage of Aadhaar & Mobile and ensure delivery of public services both in urban and rural populace in the 
country using authenticated digital identity. 

AND WHEREAS, the Competent Authority has approved the Guideline on Mobile as Digital Identity.
